Klansiueu and other citizens was 
resumed on the streets of Perth- 
Amboy this morning and members 
of the Klan sought to escape from 
the Odd Fellows hall where they 
had sought refuge from the attack 
on their ranks last night in which 
more than 
I O O persons are report­ 
ed to have been injured. One hun­ 
dred men armed with 
clubs 
and 
stones ^’tacked 30 klansmen early 
this morning when the klansmen 
were severely beaten before escap­ 
ing from their pursuers. 
Perth-Air boy resembled a corn­ 
in tnt iv nuder martial law this morn­ 
ing as the entire force of police, 
city firemen, special officials and 
a company of state troops endeavor­ 
ed to restore order and prevent a 
renewal of the clash between mem­ 
bers of the Klan and other citizens 
which raged throughout the night 
during watch a number were se­ 
verely injured. Every physician in 
the city has treated one or more 
cases and a considerable number 
of injured are being tended in hos­ 
pitals. 
The battle started shortly after 
midnight when a crowd estimated 
at more than 5,000 men broke up 
a widely advertised Ku Klux meet­ 
ing in the Odd Fellows hall. The 
entire police force of 75 and the 
city fire department were ordered 
out and made a desperate effort to
